SOUTH AMERICA TO FOLLOW
STRICT NEUTRALITY POLICY

Latin Circles at Washington Indicate
It Will Keep Out

SATASHINGTON, June 22 —"Strict neus
trality,” of hoth word and deod, will be
Latin-America’s officinl _ poliey, e garidless
of what aotion tho UFnited States may 1nke
agninst Mexlpo, Thut assurince was ohe
tained In Latin-Ameriean clrelen.

In the meantime, many South Am.-‘-rin.'m
diplomaty are saying. “1 told you 80, over
the threatened rupture of relations betwesn
the American Governmant and General Car-
ranza. 1t wan authoritatively learned that
before the conference hotween Recretary
Lansing and the diplomnatis rr;n'-\rl.-!n.-m\-»gu
of Argentine, Brazil, CThill, Bolivin, Uruguay
and Guatemala at New York, st which It
wasg declded to recognlas Carrinza, the
Latin-American officlals had declded to
preas thelr claima to the point whera tha
stand of the United States becama unbend-
ing nnd then unanimonsly ngreed with the
State Department.

Thia polley, which was followed, resulted
fn tha recognitlon eof Carrnnea, much
agalnst the judgment of many of the con-
fereen. ¥or this reason, ameng others,
Latin-Amaerica 1s now detarmined to keep
out of the Mexican tangle

In additlon, it was pointed out that
Latin-America has no materinl Interest mt
stake, there belng virtually no South Amer-
fean capital investad in Mexico. Tf Mexico
were contiguous to some of the large Eouth
American countries they might ba more
inelined to take moms action, It was sald.

But although Latin-America will be "“neu.
tral," there s conalderabls publlo opinlon
against Unlted Statea intervention, it was
pald, This undoubtedly will be volced par-

ticulnrly wishing to apposl to the antl.
